surgeon, consists of spaced metal con­

s afts extending between the upstand­ 
ing arms. One of the shafts is exter­ 
iorly threaded. The other is an inter­ 
iorly threaded tube. Sim ilar concave 
pads are placed on each side of the 
broken limbs, so as to cooperate. 
A piaster cast is first made around 
¡he pads and over them. Then the tube 
and threaded shaft arc put in place be­ 
tween the upstanding 
arms 
of

splint pads. The pads are adjusted by 
the rotation of the threaded tube uu- 
ti’ the proper tension lias l**en obtain­ 
ed to prevent the muscles from druw- 
lg the ltone bark or allowing the hone 
to slip out of place.
